A Report That the Latter Are Advanc 
ing on the Capital. 


DIFFERENCES BETWEEN EMPEROR WIL- 
LIAM AND COUNT VON WALDERSEE,. 


The Ulster Protestants and the Home 
Rulers—Lord Londonderry’s Avowal— 
Sweden’s King Heavily in Debt—The 
Parnell Reception at Ennis—The Real 
Ruler of Costa Rica an American. 


BUENOS AYRES, Jan. 30.—According to Chil- 
fan advices received here there have been 
desperate and sanguinary battles fought in 
the provinces of Chili between the rebel 
forces and the government troops. There 
have been many killed on both sides, but the 
reports are conflicting as to which side proved 
victorious. There seems to be but little 
action taken on either side at Santiago de 
Chili, the capital. 

ADVANCING ON THE CAPITAL. 

Later advices state that 15,000 insurgents 
are massed at Quillota, province of Valpa- 
raiso, fifty miles from Santiago, and it is re- 
ported that they are contemplating an ad- 
vance oh the capital. The insurgents have 
been forced to withdraw from Lapena, where, 
after a desperate engagement, 5,000 Govern- 
ment troops compelled the insurgents to re- 
treat to Lanorita. 

GOVERNMENT TROOPS REVOLT. 

PARIS, Jan. 30.—The Gaulois of this city to- 
day says that 12,000 Chilian Government 
troops dispatched from Valparaiso against 
the insurgents have revolted and joined the 
rebel forces. 


Ruled by a Brooklyn Man. 

PrrTsBuRG, Pa., Jan. 30.—T. E. Wheeler, 
who, until recently, was train dispatcher 
on the only railroad in Costa Rica is visiting 
his mother, who lives in this city. He says 
that the republic is bolting over with crime. 
Marriage is considered an institution forthe 
rich and for foreigners. On the Costa Rican 
independence day, Sept. 15, the Governor at 
Port Limon gave areception. It was formar- 
ried persons only, and he strictly enjoined 
upon his people that no one should attend 
who had not been married. Only one 
native couple was present, though 
hundreds were anxious to go. 
The laborers in Costa Rica are negroes from 
the West Indies: They are treated worse than 
animals. One day Mr. Wheeler saw a boat 
load of natives driving a negro overboard. 
They would not let him back on the boat, but 
told him to swim or drown, The sea was 
rough, but the black man being an expert 
swimmer, escaped tothe shore and left for 
his home in Jamaica nextday. The Govern- 
ment is patterned after that of the United 
States, but aman named MinusC. Keithis said 
be the realruler. Keithisa Brooklyn man. 
He bolds no office, but he permits no man to 
hold office without his consent. Keith owns 
the only railroad in the country and one-half 
of the banana plantations. The inhabitants 
are obedient to him and his rule is a wise one. 
fie has put the Government on a practical 
footing. Every Costa Rican is a chronic office 
seeker, and if he fails to get the office he 
wants he threatens arebellion. Then Keith 
sits down on him. The schools 
and churches are a century behind 
the times and the Spanish school 
marms spend most of the school hours in 
smoking cigarettes. Port Limon, the only 
seaport town, is very disorderly. A short 
time ago the Chief of Police became jealous 
of a German-American resident whom he 
considered a rival in love. Buzzards were 
noticed hovering over a spot in a swamp 
near the city and there the body of the Ger- 
man-American was found. The Chief of Po- 
lice was found guilty of the murder, but was 
soon pardoned, 

‘*The whisky down there is awful,’’ added 
Mr. Wheeler, pathetically, ‘‘and costs 2 
cents a drink.’’ 


The Kaiser and Count von Waldersee. 

BERLIN gJan. 30.—The Kaiser is at last about 
to act upona long-formed determination to 
make a change in his @hiefof staff. The dif- 
ferences between the Kaiser and Count von 
Waldersee antecate Willlam’s elevation to 
the throne and mainly arise from the stiff 
military self-opinion of the Count, who has 
refused to unbend to his youthful sovereign 
or to acknowledgein him any capacity asa 
commander. During last year’s mauouvers 
in Silesia, the Count, as official critic of the 
operations, pointed out that His Maj- 
esty would have exposed his cavalry 
to complete annihilation had the 
warfare been real instead of 
mimic. The Kaiser accepted the rebuke, but 
did not like it, and proposed soon after to re- 
place Waildersee with somebody who would 
eppreciate the genius the Kaiser thinks he 
possesses. The Empress, to whom Waldersee 
is related, succeededin persuading the Em- 
peror todefer action, which he appears to 
' have done untilnow. Waldersee is married 
to an American lady and had already won an 
honorable rank in‘the army when the Kaiser 
was born. Apart from any differences be- 
tween them, itis the policy of the Emperor 
to remove the old men holding commands of 
high military responsibility and fill their 
places with young men of his own selection.

BERLIN, Jan. 30.—Emperor Frencis Joseph, 
as Godfather to the young Prince Jgachim, 
just baptized, has senta gift of costly dia- 
monds to the German Empress.

STOCKHOLM, Jan. 30.—The King has been 
running in debt considerably for personal ex- 
penses andis under heavy obligations to cer- 
tain rich merchants of Gothenburg. These 
merchants are now getting anxious about 
their money, asthe royal allowance is not 
likely to leave any surplus for thé obligations 
they hold. The matter creates much public 
comment, 


The Ulster Men and Home Rule. 


LONDON, Jan. 80.—The plain avowal of the 
Marquis of Londonderry that the men of 
Ulster will fight in the event of home rule 
being granted to Ireland, has createaa sen- 
sation, coming from a quarter well informed 
and responsible. All that Lord Londonderry 
asks is that England keep’ its hands of, and 
allow the Ulster Protestants to fight it out 
with the Home Rulers, without the interfer- 
ence of imperial troops. There is no doubt 
but that the Ulster ‘Protestants are well 
armed and drilled, and if their speakers are 
to be believed they will resent the attenfpt of 
any home rule Irish parliamentary rule to” 
exercise any jurisdiction over them.

Burning of the Steamer Shanghai. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Jan. 30.—The steam- 
ship City of Rio Janeiro, which arrived from 
Hong Kong, brought further particulars of 
the burning of the steamer Shanghai on Dec. 
25. She had on board 400 Chinese passengers 
and one European and carried a cargo of cot- 
ton. The cargo caught fire and the vessel was 
headed for the shore. The Chinese 
rushed overboard and were drowned in 
large numbers. Many were also burned to 
death. No. accurate estimate of those lost 
can be made, but it was probably between 
two hundred and three hundred. 

At Holhow piracy has increased lately, and 
on Dec. 20 nineteen pirates were decapitated, 
And afew days later seven more. Notrace 
has been found of the pirates who captured 
the steamer Namos.

NATIONAL TRANSPORTATION. 


Resolutions Adopted at the Meeting Held 
in Chicago. 


The Executive Committee of the National 
Trans portation Committee met yesterday in 
Chicago and adopted the following resolu- 
tions: 

The Exe@utive Committee regrets that the carriers 
have practically suspended work, or at least have 
failed to agree upon auniform classification or upon 
a bill of lading. ' 

The committee has evidence that the carriers Will 
undertake to force upon shippers conditions and ex- 
emptions from responsibilities which are not contem- 
plated by common law and which have not been con- 
ceded by the public. 

The announcement through the press of the action 
of a Justice of the Peacein Columbus, O., as *‘a de- 
cision of an Ohio court,’’ seems to justify the Execu- 
tive Committee in suggesting to the members of the 
association, and through them to the Exchanges 
represented, that shippers be advised that the pro- 
mulgation ofa bill of lading, with conditions other 
than those established by common law, does not 
necessarily abridge their rights, but that the burden 
of proof rests upon the carriers to show that each 
shipper understood and accepted such conditions. 

The committee further recommends that each com- 
mercial organization, by petition or memorial to the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, demand that all 
common carriers be required to furnish a uniform bill 
of lading wherein the responsibility defined by com- 
mon law shall be expressed, and alsoa uniform clas- 
sification with which shall appear such conditions 
and restrictions as are just and reasonable. 

And further, in case the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission shall afford any hearing to representatives 
of the carriers in connection with the establishment 
of such bill of lading ahd classification, or the rules 
affecting the same, that the National Tranfsportation 
Association shall be afforded a simfar facility for 
presenting the views of shippers. The committee 
consists of the following representives from differ- 
ent boards of trade: E. P. Wilson, Cincinnati; Q. W. 
Ramlett, Boston; C. H. Graves, Duluth; Geo. Clark, 
Chicago, and H. G. Craft, 8t. Louis. 


4 SMUGGLING CHINAMEN, 


An Active Industry on the Canadian Bor- 
der, Watched by Uncle Sam. 


WEST SUPERIOR, Wis., Jan. 30.—An agent 
of the United States Treasury Department 
has been in this city for the past several days 
for the purpose of investigating the reported 
smuggling in the United States from Port Ar- 
thur, Ont., of large numbers of Chinamen. 
Careful inguiry in both this city and Duluth 
develops the fact that the Government offi- 
clals here have for some time 
been keeping an eye on certain 
owners of small vessels resident here and at 
Duluth, but not until the close of navigation 
has any action been taken. Since the begin- 
ning of winter, however, several enterpris- 
ing individuals have gone into the business of 
overland transportation quite extensively. 
The Celestials are brought to Canadian ports, 
from whence they make their way to Port 
Arthur. There they are provided with trans- 
portation into the United States in sleighs 
and wagons, in most cases being brought 
to a distance of about three hundred 
miles from Two Harbors, Minn., at which 
point the railroad is taken and their ultimate 
destination, reached without molestation. 
As high as fifty per day havearrived at times. 
It is known that a prominent vessel owner 
of this city is one of the parties toward whom 
suspicion is directed. Arrests will probably 
be made within a day or two. The Govern- 
ment agents have half a dozen contraband 
Chinamen that are being held north of here, 
near Port Arthur, until everythin@ is ready 
for the arrests. 


MISSOURI’S ADDITIONAL CONGRESSMAN. 


He May Be Elected at Large—Special Ses- 
sion of the Legislature. 


Congressman Frank’s apportionment bill 
has passed the Senate and will soon become a 
law. The bill provides for a uniform and 
regular division of all the States inthe Union 
according to population and provides 
a specific number of inhabitants to each Con- 
gressional representative and to each mem- 
ber of the electoral college. The effect of this 
measure will be, in Missouri, to increase the 
number of Congressmen from fourteen to fif- 
teen. The task of redistricting the State will 
fall to the present State Legislature. 
Two plans have been suggested. One is 
to re-divide the State into new districts, and 
the other to make the fifteenth Congressman 
amember at large, to be elected by the entire 
State. 

The work of redistricting will be very long 
and slow, and it is scarcely pos- 
sible that the Legislature will during 
the ‘present. session jay¥g, {ime to do the 
work. A special'séssion can, however, be 
called immediately upon the conciasi02 Of 
the session and the matter can then be taken 
up. This plan would enable the members to 
draw their allowance of $5a day during the 
time of the special session; whereas, should 
they continue the present session beyond the 
limited time they wonld only be able to draw 
a dollar for eache xtra day of service. 


THE GOVERNMENT CROP REPORT 


Declared by the National Farmers’ Alli- 
ance to Be Inaccuate. 


OMAHA, Neb., Jan. 30.—Financial circles 
were considerably agitated yesterday over 
a report made by a committee of the National 
Farmers’ Alliance to the annual convention 
of that order concerning the consideration of 
the wheat crop for 1891. The committee was 
secretly appointed two months since and in- 
structed to secure accurate information con- 
cerning the growing crop and the features of 
importance thereto. The sfatistics collected 
comprise the wheat crop of California, Colo- 
rado, Washington, North and South Dakota, 
Nebraska, Montana, Kansas, Illinois, lowa, 
Minnesota and Wisconsin. The report egti- 
mates the growing crop at 10,000,000 bushels 
less than the Government figures, and asserts 
it to be in a much less promising condition 
than represented by Government officials. 
The information was obtained at great ex- 
pense to the National Farmers’ Alliance for 
the use of the organization and is positively 
accurate,

Not a Penny From Missouri if the Force 
Bill Is Passed. 


A HIDE AND SEEK GAME WITH THE CON- 
VICT LABOR BILLS. 


Statement of the Secretary of State Con- 
cerning Corporations in Missouri and 
the Value of Their Property—Pending 
Bank Bills—The Firemen’s Pension— 
Missouri. Legislature. 


JEFFERSON OITr, Mo., Jan. 30.—The Senate 
spent a full hour to-day discussing the Coch- 
ran resolution, pledging that branch of the 
Assembly not to appropriate a penny for 
World’s Fair purposes in the event of the 
passage of the force bill. The resolu- 
tion was similar in every re- 
spect to that adopted in the 
House. It. was adopted after 
nearly every Senator had spoken on the sub- 
ject. The Republicans opposed it and Senator 
Miller, the Union Labor member, voted with 
the Democrats. 

The Shelton Dill, placing the trust com- 
panies under the supervision of the Insurance 
Department, was reported favorably by the 
Committee on Corporations. 

% Senator Espenchied introduced his factory 
inspection bill and Senator Sebree presented 
a measure to compel mining operators to pay 
their employes at least every ten days in law- 
ful money. The Senate adjourned shortly 
after 12 o’clock until next Monday. 

IN THE HOUSE. 

The Labor Committee stole a march on the 
Penitentiary Committee in the House to-day 
and recovered possession ofthe bills affecting 
the labor of the convicts at the penitentiary. 
The bills aim to change the entire system 
of letting contracts so as to secure 
better rates for the labor of 
prisoners. This bill was quietly transferred 
yesterday from the Labor to the Penitentiary 
Committee and the former committee only 
resorted to the same method to get it back. 

The Secretary of State, in obedience tothe 
demands of the Dalton resolution, fur- 
nished the House with a clas- 
sified list of the corporations now 
in existence in the State. The capital stock 
of all the corporations aggregates $1 ,364 ,830, - 
165. The railroads head the list with 
$70,f473,900, and the manufacturing cor- 
porations come next with $177,473,900. The 
bridge companies are placed at $50.645,500, 
and the street railroads at $60,645,500. Rep- 
resentative Dalton was pleased with the 
prompt returns made by the Secretary and 
says that the Legislature can now proceed in- 
telligently to tax the corporations as they 
should be taxed. 

THE PENITENTIARY CONTRACT SYSTEM. 

The bills which aim to change the system of 
letting penitentiary contracts are attracting 
much attention and promise to receive more 
before the session advances much 
farther. Thé first bill on this 
subject was offered by Representative 
Harlan of Calloway, who lives op his large 
farm just across the river from the peniten- 
tiary. Hesays that while hehas nodesire 
to insinuate that.-there is anything discredit- 
able to the Warden and inspectors of Mis- 
sourl’s great penal institution, still 
the system of letting out the labor of the 


ically wrong and should be corrected. Among 
other things he states that it is nothing short 
of an outrage for the State to give the labor 
of able-bodied convicts, many of whom are 
skilled workmen, for such a_ paltry 
sum as 60 cents per day. This 
however, is more than the State has been re- 
ceiving in past years. Upto a year or two 
ago the rate was as low as 35 or 40 cents and 
the State ha§ to feed and clothe prisoners and 
provide them with medical and surgical at- 
tendance when they become incapacitat- 
ed for wofk. If a convict is taken 
ill another has to take his 
place in the workshop under the contract 
provisions. The same contractors have been 
holding these plums for years, and Mr. Har- 
lan says ifthe contracts were all let at the 
same time and advertisements inserted in the 
papers soliciting the bids for the labor of 
the prisoners, the State would receive 
a much better income for the 
labor of its felons. He proposes to limit the 
contract period tofour years. Representa- 
tive Kerwin of St. Louis wants to limit the 
contracts to four years and place 75 cents per 
day asthe minimum rate for the labor of the 
contracts. He would have the State 
reject any and all bids below 
that figure. His bill was introduced Tuesday 
and after its second reading Wednesday went 
to the Committee on Labor, of which Repre- 
sentative Hiller is chairman. There are 
three St. Louis Members on the 
committee, while the State’s metropolis 
has no representative whatever on the 
Penitentiary Committee. The St. Louisans on 
the Labor Oommittee are Luis, Waish and 
Amelung. These members are in favor of 
looking into the contract system at 
the penitentiary and the contractors are 
aware of this and have been, it appears, ever 
since it became known that some legislation 
was to be prepared on this subject. Yester- 
day Chairman Dougherty of the Penitentiary 
Committee quietly had the Kerwin 
bill taken out of the. hands of the 
Labor Committee and given to his 
own. He hails from Howard County and 
so does the warden of the penitentiary. The 
members of the Labor Committee were indig- 
nantat thisstepand expressed themselves 
freely on the subject, as did the Representa- 
tives who are after the present contract sys- 
tem. It is claimed that the penitentiary con- 
tractors and their allies in the Assembly 
and other Official berths, hada hand in the 
move that was made yesterday which gave 
the bill to Dougherty’s committee. It is 
natural for the contractors to fight this bill,

CRIMINAL ITEMS. 


A Grand-Jury’s Discoveries. 

ST. PavL. Minn., Jan. 30.—The report made 
by the St. Paul Grand-jury yesterday is the 
most voluminous aud sensational ever filed 
in this county. It charges that an immense 
amount of money has been diverted from the 
proper channels into the -pockets of indi- 
viduals, and that liquor licenses have been 
running from two to seven months without 1 
cent going into thecity or county treasury. An 
indictment was found against Jay P. Davisa 
deputy in the office of the Clerk of Courts, on 
a charge of getting warrants cashed by the 
County Treasurer for from $15,000 to $20,000 
of jury certificates which were made to ficti- 
tious persons. An indictment was also found 
against Mr. Munane, abstract clerk, on the 
charge of having fraudulently appropriated 
to hisown use from $1,500 to $5,000 of the 
county’s funds. This money, it is alleged, 
was collected as fees and not turned over to 
the county. On being arraigned before 
Judge Brill he pleaded not guilty and was 
admitted to bail in the sum of $500. The jury 
finds that $3,200 has recently been al- 
lowed in the abstract clerk’s office for pre- 
tended extra help, $698 ofthe amount being 
inonelump. From the evidence before it the 
jury also finds that it has cost the county 
$13,132 above the receipts to run the office for 
the last two years. Astothe county clerk’s 


of jury orders by the county treasurer 
there was no system or check to 
prevent fraudulent orders from 


being paid; that orders were paid without re- | 


gard to the numbers stamped upon them, 
though differing widely from the current 
numbers, and that jury orders in large num- 
bers were paid when presented by irresponst- 
ble and ignorant employes of the county. 
The Grand-jury also recommendsthat a thor- 
ough examination be madeof the books of 
the County Clerk, the Auditor and the Treas- 
urer for the purpose of ascertaining the full 
amount of money that has been wrongfully 
taken from the County Treasury, and that 
when so ascertained the proper steps shall be 
taken tocollect from the Clerk of the court, 
the County Auditor and the County Treas- 
urer the amount so taken. 


A Teacher Assaulted by a Woman. 

WHEELING, W. VA., Jan. 30.—The little city 
of Bellaire, across the river from Wheeling, 
was the scene of a brutal assault on a school 
teacher yesterday afternoon. Prof. Pierson 
Meyers, Principal of the Second Ward School, 
severely whipped [4-year-o6ld Maggie Long for 
chewing gum. She went home crying, but 
soon returned with her mother, who is a per- 
fect Amazon in strength and temper. Mrs. 
Long demanded afi explanation, which she 
failed‘to get, and an assault followed, both 
mother and daughter attacking the Professor. 
They tore out handfuls of his hair and beard, 
gouged out his eyes and brutally kicked him. 
Mrs. Long was badly cut’in the head by being 
Knocked down in the beginning of the melee. 
Meyers is in a dangerous condition and there 
are fears of his losing his eyesight.

SECRETARY WINDOM SUDDENLY EXPIRES AT 
" DBLMONICO’S IN NEW YORK CITY, 


The Sad Event Occurs at the Board of 
Trade Banquet. 


PRESIDENT HARRISON AND HIS CABINET 
SHOCKED BY THE NEWS. 


Great Grief of the Secretary’s Family— 
Mrs. Windom at a Reception When 
the Startling Intelligence Came—Both 
Houses of Congress Adjourn—Action | 
of the Treasury Department—The Life 
and Public Career of Mr. Windom. 


New York, Jan. 30.—Hon. William Win- 
dom, Secretary of the Treasury, died last 
hight ata banquet under the most tragic cir- 
cumstances. The bursts of applause which 
had welcomed his speech had hardly died 
away when Mr. Windom fell back im 
his . chair with a gasp of pain 
and silently passed out of this life,’ 
It was at the annual 
banquet of the New 
York Board of Trade 
and Transportation. 
Two hundred and 
fifty guests, com- 
prising the leading 
business men and 
politicians of - the 
country, were as- 
sembled in the din- 
ing room at Del- 
monico’s, Secretary 
Windom was the 
first speaker and he 


gave a clear and pre- 
Hon. William Windom. cise statement of his 


views on financial affairs. He read from @ 
prepared manuscript, branching off occasion- 
ally with witty remarks and bright comments 
which enlivened the speech. Once or twice 
he stopped to request that the applause be 
omitted, as he was desirous of finishing in 
time to allow the other speakers to have 
achance. His speech, his manner and his 
appearance all indicated the soundest health 
and the clearest intellect, and nothing what- 
ever was there to indicate the awful results 
which were to follow so soon. 
THE END. 

About 10 o’clock ora few minutes before 10 
he concluded his speech with the words: 

Give us direct and ample transportation facilities 
under the American flag and controlled by American 
citizens, a currency sound in quality and adequate in 
quantity, an international bank to facilitate ex- 
changes, and a system of reciprocity carefully ad- 
justed within the lines of protection, and not only 
will our foreign commerce again invade every sea 
but every American industry will be quickened and 
our whole people feel the impulse of a new and en- 
during prosperity. ‘ 
brose Snow. Tndze William H. Arnoux rose 
to his feet and announced ex-Secretary of 
State Thos. F. Bayardas the next speaker. 
In introducing Mr. Bayard Judge Arnovx 
«prefaced his remarks by relating an incident 

which occurred when Mr. Bayard was Secre- 
tary of State. He had furnished the Judge 
with a letter which had been very 
serviceable. The merriment following upon 
the relation of Judge Arnoux’s story had 
scarcely subsided when all attention wags 
turned toward the seat of Secretary Windom, 
who gasped aloud and slipped back upon his 
chair.

Here the physicians did 
all that medical skill could do to revive the 
prostrate man, but all efforts were unavall- 
ing. His necktie and collar were removed and 
the clothing about the upper part of his body 
taken off. Stimulants were applied and arti- 
ficial respiration tried, but failed to revive 
him. Dr. Whitney held one hand and Dr, 
Robinson the other.

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A SAD ANNOUNCEMENT.

THE INQUEST. 

In room 25, on the Twenty -third street side, 
of the Fifth Avenue Hotel this morning rested 
the body of Secretary of the Treasury Win- 
dom. The remains lay in a casket of somber 
black, relieved by no ornamentation. The 
interior was lined with deep colored copper 
andall the body wasthidden from view with 

_the exception of the face, which showed 
plainly beneath the glass cover. The 
features exhibited no signs of pain and the 
Secretary, as he lay in the room where 
a single ray of the sun sent its 
glimmer through acrevice in the window 
looked as if he had sunk intoacalm and 
peaceful sleep. When the body was taken 
from Delmonico’s tothe Fifth avenue Hotel 

word was sent at once to the Coroner, and at 

4a. m. Coroner Schultz put in an appearance. 

He was soon joined by the Deputy Coroner 

and the two made a thorough examination of 

the corpse. Atthe conclusion they decided 
that the physicians who attended Mr, Win- 
dom last night were wrong in their diagnosis 
of the case. 

‘‘Mr. Windom,’’ said the Coroner, ‘‘died of 
valvular disease of the heart and not apo- 
plexy, as given by the doctors in their cer- 
tificate last night.’’ 

What confirmed this opinion was the state- 
ment made to the Coroner by Mr. C. M. Hend- 
ley, who for the past twenty months had 
acted as secretary for Mr. Windom.’ Mr. 
Hendley said he had been suffering for a long 
time with valvular trouble ofthe heart, and 
in the last three months had rapidly grown 
worse. He had arrived at such a stage 
of the disease of late that he could 
not walk about at the ordinary 
rate of speed without suffering severe pain. 
Some time ago, while in Philadelphia, Mr. 
Windom had a bad attack and was prescribed 
for by a druggist in that city. To Mr. Hend- 
ley the druggist said that the medicine pre- 
scribed was to strengthen the action of the 
heart. Early this morning Mr. Hitchcock, 
the proprietor of the hotel, received a tel- 
egram from an 0Official of the New 
Jersey Central Railroad stating that the 
company would attach a private car 
to the 11:30 morning train for Wash- 
ington for the use of the funeral 
party. Accordingly * arrangements were 
made to convey the body tothe capitalon 
that train. Shortly after 10 o’clock the com- 
mittee which was appointed to accompany 
the body to Washington arrived at the hotel. 
It was composed of Andrew Snow, Darwin R. 
James, James Talcott, F. B. Thurber, W. H. 
Wiley, Seth Thomas and Norman §. Bentley, 
all members of the Board of Trade. A party 
of other gentlemen, representing the Clear- 
ing House, came to the hotel at the same 
time and a short meeting was held in the 
parlor adjoining the death chamber. At 
10:30 a. mm. the party came out of 
the room and, with as little bustle 
as possible under the circumstances, 
the casket containing the remains was car- 
ried out and taken in an undertaker’s wagon 
to the depot, escorted by carriages containing 
the various committees. The body was taken 
to Washington on the 11:30 train on the Balti- 
more & Ohio road, due toarrive in Washing- 
ton about 4:30 p. m. All public and many 
private buildings have flags at half-mast out 
of respect for the late Secretary. 

THE NEWS AT WASHINGTON. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 30.—The an- 
nouncement of the sudden death of Secretary 
Windom gave almost as great a shock to his 
official friends and associates as did the 
shooting of President Garfield to the mem- 
bers of the official household. It was so ter- 
ribly sudden and unexpected that all who 
heard the news were profoundly shocked and 
so Overcome as to be unable to express the 
grief they felt.

Though the 
information did not reach the Capital till a 
late hour, it spread with lightning rapidity 
and in the clubs and hotel corridors was 
the one topic of conversation. Men gathered 
in crowds to ask for details ofthe sad affair. 
The universal sentiment was of sorrow, and 
gentlemen of opposite political opinions bore 
testimony to the sterling worth and abillty of 
the dead Cabinet officer. Expressions of 
deepest sympathy were heard for the widow 
and orphaned children, who, ignorant ofthe 
passing away of the kind husband and 
father, were enjoying themselves at Post- 
master-General Wanamaker’s hospitable 
mansion at the very moment his spirit had 
passed through the portals of eternity. The 
fact that it lacks less than a week ofa year 
since the appalling calamity that béreaved 
the Secretary of the Navy of his idolized wife 
and daughter was recalled by many, and 
when it was further suggested that another 
member of the White House circle had borne 
two bitter bereavements the remark was 
general that more than the usual share of 
misfortune had come upon the nearest 
friends of the President. 

BREAKING THE NEWS TO THE PRESIDENT, 

Sitting quietly in their private apartments, 
thankful that the worldly cares of aday had 
passed, and talking of their family affairs, 
the President and Mrs. Harrison were far 
from anticipating the sad calamity whicha 
moment after would be announced. The 
ringing of the telephone bell, customary as it 
is, did not concernthe President until the 
ddéorkeeper asked himto answer. This unu- 
sualsummons at once caused apprehension 
and the President stepped to the instrument 
with a certain feeling of anticipated trouble. 
As the sad tidings came to him over the wire 
his face suddenly lost all color and-he dropped 
the instrument, shocked beyond expression. 
With a voice full of anguish and sorrow he 
summoned his carriage and directed the 
coachman to drive with all haste to Mr. Wan- 
amaker’s, where,he’was aware, Mrs.Windom 
Was presentat a reception. The arrival of 
the President at Mr. Wanamaker’s occasioned 
great surprise and wonderment. The se- 
ductive music, however, quickly turned the 
company’s attention, andthe gay, brilliant 
throng for the time being remained in ig- 
norance of the sad message the President had 
carried. A moment afterward*the music 
ceased, the mews was gently whispered 
about, the merry laughter became hushed 
andthe scene chauged to oneof grief and 
mourning. The eyes of the ladies filled with 
tears, while the men restrained with difficulty 
their feelings of sorrow. The President 
broke ‘the news of the nation’s aMliction to 
Secretaries Blaine and Proctor and Postmaster 
General Wanamaker, who were present,tand 
suggested that Mrs. Windom should not be 
told of her béreavement until she reached 
home, Mrs. Colegate, who is visiting the 
family, was taken aside, and to her was the 
message of death first delivered. Although 
almost overcome,she summoned her carriage 
and, under a veil of pretended sickness, 
asked that she be taken home. Mrs. Cole- 
gate, accompanied by Mrs. Windom and her 
two daughters, immediately left the house. 
They were followed at once by the President 
and Secretary Proctor and Postmaster- 
General Wanamaker, whose intention it was 
to break to Mrs. Windom the news of her loss. 
It was a cheerless ride the party took. 
Overwhelmed by sudden grief, not one 
spoke a word, while each became absorbed in 
his own sadness. At Secretary Windom’s 
residence the President found that his un-

Standing with one foot on the stairs, the 
President wrote his reply on his knee. In 
effect it said that Mrs. Windom had concluded 
not to go to New York, but desired that Sec- 
retary Tracy and Attorney-General Miller 
should accompany the remains to this city by 
an early train. It conveyed an expression of 
sorrow which the community felt and the 
shock the news had been to the city. 
It was a sad scene at Secretary Windom’s 
residence. A few friends stood in the hallway, 
their heads bowed in grief, while from the 
parlor was heard the pitiful sobbing of Mrs. 
Windom and her daughters. The old 
colored servants, who worshipped the Secre- 
tary for his kindly traits, held their handker- 
chiefs totheir eyes, while they offered a 
silent prayer for their departed master. As 
Mrs. Windom, thoroughly prostrated by the 
news of her husband’s death, ascended the 
stairs to her room, she stopped for a moment 
as the President endeavored to 
speak words ‘ of comfort, and 
gave way sobbing. The specta- 
tors bowed reverently. Secretaries 
Noble and Rusk called at the Windom resi- 
dence later in the evening and expressed 
their heartfelt sympathy for the family in 
their deep affliction. The President was too 
overwhelmed to speak of the sad news. Al- 
though Secretary Windom’s heart trouble was 
not generally known, his family, and espe- 
clally Mrs. Windom, had. been apprehensive 
for some time, The President alsO was 
aware of it. 

**Last Sunday,’’ he said, ‘‘I had some busi- 
hess with Secretary Windom, and started 
with him down the street after church to- 
wards the White House. I am naturally a 
fast walker, and we were walking rather 
rapidly. After we had gone a short distance 
Mr. Windom asked me tocheck my gait, as 
he had an oppressive feeling about the heart, 
at the sametime placing his hand over it. 
He had, I believe, consulted some Philadel.-. 
phia physician in regard to his condition only 
a short time since.’’ 

Some fearis entertained by the friends of 
the’ family in regard to the effect the news 
may have upon Secretary Windom’s son, who 
is now in the South for his health. He would 
undoubtedly see the dispatchesin to-day’s 
papers, and it was therefore decided to 
break the news to him by telegraph. He is 
very ill and has himself had some rather se- 

attacks of heart trouble. In 
Mr. Windom was one 
most agreeable of men. 
He was faithful to his triends and generous to 
his enemies. His courtesy to everybody with 
whom he came in contact was a character- 
istic. He smiled as pleasantly at meeting the 
humblest caller as he did at meeting his most 
distinguished friend. A gentleman who has 
known him intimately for thirty years said 
last night: ‘‘Senator Windom was as purea 
Christian gentleman asI have ever known. 
A better husband, father and friend never 
lived.’’ 

Secretary Windom was in religion originally 
a Quaker, but for many years had beena 
member of the Congregational Church. He 
leaves a widow, one son, Mr.Wm. D. Windom, 
andtwo daughters, Misses Nellie and Flor- 
ence Windom. 

AT THE TREASURY DEPARTMENT. 

When the several th and officers and 
clerks who daily enter the Treasury Depart- 
ment arrived there this morning the flag was 
at half mast. This sign, ominous of the 
death of some high official, was not known 
toa hundred, perhaps, of the entire throng 
to point the death of Secretary Win- 
dom, The news spread rapidly among 
the clerks, however, and the sud- 
denness of the  Secretary’s death was 
felt almost as a personal as well as an official 
loss, for Secretary Windom, because of his 
kind, approachable, well nigh affectionate 
mature, had greatly endeared himself to his 
entire official household. Acting Secretary 
Spaulding was among the first to reach the 
Treasury Department and he at once issued 
an order dismissing the clerks for the day and 
directing that the department be draped in 
mourning. The flags on all of the execu- 
tive departments were placed at half mast 
as were also those of the principal hotels 
and on other public buildings. The President 
will issue an executive order in regard to 
Secretary Windom’s death. At 10 o’clocka 
meeting of the officials of the Treasury de- 
partment was held in the room of Assistant 
Secretary Spalding, who presided. He reada

remains o1 Secretary Windom left New York 
at illo’clock this morming on a special train 
over the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad and that 
the trains was due in Washington at 4:30 
o’clock this afternoon. The telegram further 
stated that Secretary Tracy, Attorney-Gen- 
eral Millerand a committee of the Board of 
Trade accompanied the remains to Washing- 
ton. At the meeting it was decided that the 
officers of the Treasury Department should 
meet the train and escort the remains to the 
Windom mansion. The officers will assemble 
at the department at 3:45 and in carriages 
proceed to the Baltimore & Ohio Station. A 
committee was also appointed to prepare ap- 
propriate resolutions expressive of the sense 
of the meeting respecting the loss of their be- 
loved chief. The latter ‘committee is com- 
posed of Assistant Secretaries Nettleton and 
Spaulding, Comptroller of the Currency 
Lacey, Supervising Inspector-General of 
Steam Vessels Dumont, First Comptroller 
Matthews, Second Comptroller Gilkerson and 
First Auditor Fisher. 

From an early hour this morning there has 
been a constant stream of carriages arriving 
at the family residence on Massachusetts av- 
enue, bearing friends who cameto manifest 
their love and sympathy for the sorely strick- 
en family. Among the callers were. a 
very large number of persons of the highest 
official and social prominence in Washington, 
and many who knew the dead best could not 
as they left the house restrain their 
tears. Mrs. Windom and her two 
daughters, Florence and Nellie, are bearing 
their grief with great fortitude. 
Miss Hatch, one of Mrs. Windom’s sisters, a 
member of the household; Mrs. J. Stanley 
Brown, the daughter of President Garfield, 
and Miss Coigate of New York, a friend 
who has been Visiting the fam- 
ily, remained with them during 
a greater part of last night and 
are with them to-day. Mr. George A. Brack- 
ett of Minneapolis, for many years a close 
friend of the family, who arrived in the city 
yesterday, was at the house early this morn- 
ing and answered intuiries in behalf of the 
family. 

THE FUNERAL ARRANGEMENTS. 

Tne time of the funeral wiil depend upon 
the arrival of the son, but it is probable that 
it willtake place on Monday with private 
services at the fanrily residence and with pub- 
lic services atthe Church of the Covenant 
of which Mr. Windom was a member. Rev. 
Dr. Hamlin, the pastor, is expected to preach 
the funeral sermon. 

Assistant Secretary Nettleton, who has 
been on a visit to Oberlin, O., left there yes- 
terfay for Washington and is expected 
to reach here this afternoon. As he is 
the senior assistant secretary in point of 
service he will probably be designated to act 
as Secretary of the Treasury fora period of 
ten days, which is the limit of designa- 
tions of this kind. The interment . will 
be made at Rock Creek Cemetery, 
near the Soldiers’ Home, and the President,

Str—The Hon. William Windom, Secretary of the 
Treasury of the United States, died suddenly last 
night, in the city of New York, at the hour of 
10:11 o'clock, in the 64th year of his age. 
Thus passed away a man of pure tife, an official of 
stainless integrity, distinguished by long and em- 
inent service in both branches of Con- 
gress and by being twice called to admin- 
ister the national finances. His death 
has caused deep regret throughout the country 
while to the President and those associated with him 
in the administration of the Government it comes as 
a personal sorrow, The President directs that all 
the Departments of the Executive branch of 
the Government ‘and the officers subordi- 
nate thereto shall manifest due. respect 
to the memory of this eminent citizen in a manner 
consonant with the dignity of the office which he has 
honored by his devotion to public duty. The Presi- 
dent further directs that the Treasury Department 
in all its branches in this capital be draped 
in mourning for the period of thirty days, that on the 
day of the funeral the several executive departments 
shall be closed and that on all public buildings 
throughout the United States the National flag shall 
be displayed at half mast.

ANNOUNCEMENT IN THE SENATE, 

The solemn and impressive duty of an- 
nouncing the death of Secretary Windom to 
the Senate was performed by Mr. Morrill, the 
venerable ‘‘Father ofthe Senate.’’ When 
the Senate was called to order at 11 o’clock 
this morning nearly every Senator was in his 
seat, andit was obvious from the air of so- 
lemnity that pervaded the chamber that 
something out of the ordinary had occurred. 
As the Vice-President’s gavel fell the Chap- 
lain of the Senate, Dr. J. M. Butler, rose and 
prayed as follows: 

To whom can we cOme, but to Thee, O God, under 
this dark cloud? We rejoice that death does end all. 
We pray Thee forthe life immortal, through Jesus 
Christ our Lord. Teach us so to live, before God, 
obediently, humbly, prayerfully and trustingly—so 
to live before men, charitably, kindly and faithfully— 
that death may be tous but sleep. We thank Thee 
for that life so true, so pure, so useful, so long-pre- 
served, so good, modeled and fashioned by faith in 
Christ. Oh, Lord, hide not Thy face from us in the 
day of trouble. look mercifully upon, and deal ten- 
derly with Thy handmaiden, and with that family 
now in great sorrow. Sustain and strengthen and 
comfort them, and cause faith to triumph in the hour 
of greatest darkness. Teach us so to live, day by day, 
before God, in the discharge of every duty,that, when 
we shall be called, we may be ready to die, and to 
live where they die no more. 

The journal of yesterday was then read.

‘*‘In consequence of the recent calamity 
which has visited us in the sudden decease of 
a former eminent member of this body, anda 
distinguished officer of the government, the

The motion was agreed to and the Senate 
adjourned till to-morrow at ll a. m. 

ACTION. OF THE HOUSE. 

There was an air of sadness in the House 
this morning and unusual attention was paid 
to the prayer of the chaplain. He prayed as 
follows: 

O God, our Father, stricken and overwhelmed with 
sorrow, we come before Thee with the startling sense 
of the instant death of a chief executive officer of the 
nation, whose public service has been both memora- 
ble and beneficent, whose devotion to the welfare of 
the commonwealth has been conspicuous, whose 
sweet and beautiful character as husband, father, 
friend, citizen and gentleman has been his highest 
crown. Asthesobs of his brokcn-hearted wife and 
children in their darkened home come to our hearts, 
awakening in us the profoundest sympathy, we 
pray that Thy pityirng love may descend to 
console them and Thy good. providence succor 
and provide for them. Grant that this startling 
event may bring home tous the solemn sense that in 
the midst of life we are in death. So, let the grasp 
of the world on us be loosened, and our thoughts be 
lifted to things that are imperishable and divine; 
and may we turn our steps to the paths of virtue, 
piety and Godliness, that whenever our summons 
shall come we shall pass from these scenes to our 
eternal rest at thy right hand, through Jesus Christ. 
Amen. 

The journal’havying been approved, Mr. 
McKinley offered the following: 

Resolved, That the House of Representatives has 
heard with profound sorrow of the death of the Hon. 
William Windom, Secretary of the Treasury, who 
for ten years was a member of this body and for 
twelve years a member of the Senate. 

Resolved, That a committee of nine Representa- 
tives be appointed by the Speaker to join such com- 
mittee as may be appointed by the Senate to attend 
the funeral of the late Secretary of the Treasury on 
behalf of Congress and to take such other action as 
may be properin honor of the memory ofthe de- 
ceased and as the appreciation of Congress of his 
public services. 

Mr. Dunnell: ‘‘I second the motion made by 
the honorable gentleman from Ohio. I have 
the honor to represent the district which for 
ten years was represented so ably by the 
Honorable Secretary of the Treasury, whose 
death we deploreand whowas for twenty- 
two years a representative, in this branch of 
the Senate, of the State of Minnesota.’’ 

The resolutions were unanimously adopted. 

Mr. McKinley: ‘‘As a further mark of 
respect, I move the House do now adjourn.,’’ 

The motion was agreed to.

THE NEWS AT ST. PAUL.

Many of them were personally acquainted 
with him in the early days of the Legislature, 
and the shock affected some of them to tears.

He 
devoted all his powersto his public duties, 
made himself master of all the details 
of the business’ before him, took 
counsel of the best experience and 
the best ability about him, and his 
honest purpose to do the best he could, 
guided by sound practical, sommon sense, 
made hima wise legislatorand oneof the 
most successful administrators of public 
finances who was ever atthe headof the 
Treasury Department. Hewas a far better 
statesman than Manya greater man. His 
death will be a severe blow to the administra-

THE RETURN OF BELLE GOLDEN CLEARS 
YOUNG TOOTLE. 


A Peculiar Climax to the St. Joseph Sen- 
gation—Miss Golden Thought She Had 
Eloped With the Young Millionaire, 
but Found She Was Mistaken. 


St. JOSEPH, Mo., Jan. 30.—Belle Golden,the 
16-year-old country girl, who was alleged to 
have been secretly married to Milton Tootle, 
Jr.,the young St. Joseph millionaire, has 
been found and restored to her parents. 
James Harvey, a young drug clerk, and 
a man named Burgess, brought the 
girl fnto the police station about 8 o’clock 
in the evening and her father afterward 
called forher and took her home. It was 
learned by Capt. Bloomes ofthe police force 
that Harvey had the girl’s watch and knew 
of her whereabouts, The young man, how- 
ever, refused to give any information where 
the girl could be found. Then ex-Deputy 
Sheriff Cage Golden, the girls’ father, called 
on the drug clerk and gave him to understand 
that ifthe girl was not produced before 9 
o’clock in the evepingthere would be some 
shooting done, 


THE GIRL BROUGHT BACK. 

At 8 o’clock Harvey and Burgess were at the 
Police Station with the information that the 
girl was at the door but did not want to come 
in. She was brought in, however, and her 
father, who was in waiting at Gill & Casey’s 
livery stable, was telephoned to and ina few 
minutes had arrived at the station. On be- 
holding his daughter he threw his arms 
about her and wept like a child. 
She received his caresses very coolly, how- 
ever, although she did give way-to a few 
tears. Then the father took her outside toa 
buggy he had in waiting and drove his daugh- 
ter out to their country home. 

The girl had been stepping at Corby’s 
Grove, where she was takena few days ago 
by an old man with gray whiskers. The 
family with whom she was stopping are 
named Carson, and Burgess who

That Miss Golden wished to keep her where- 
abouts a secret from her parents is evidenced 
by the receipt ofa letter by Mr. Golden dated 
St. Louis, Jan. 29, and postmarked at St. 
Joseph. This letter was signed by Belle 
Golden and went onto say that she and Milton 
Tootle were stopping in St. Louis, but for her 
father to make no attempt to find her or write 
to her there, as she expected to go to 
Milwaukee on ‘Thursday. The writer ex- 
plained that the letter was delivered to 
a friend, who woukl. bring it to St. Joseph 
and mailit. Itis also stated that she was 
having a good timp and was happy in the 
love of your young husband. But Miss 
Golden made a fatal mistake in regard to 
the letter. Shedated it St. Louis, Jan. 27, 
and it was postmarked in the Post- office here 
on the same date. That she desired to ‘de- 
ceive her parents is quite evident, The pub- 
licity of the young lady’s disappearance, and 
the fact that detectives were searching for 
her probably caused her lover to induce her 
to write the letter in the hopes of keeping her 
whereabouts a secret.

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PROMISED TO MEET IN ST. LOUIS. 


A Peculiar Story Brought Out in the Court 
of Correction. 


Harry R. Sackett, alias William Clifton, 
alias George Graves, was convicted of petit 
larceny in the Court of Criminal Correction 
this morning and was sentenced to serve one 
year inthe Work-house. The defendant was 
arrested about ten days ago by Detectives 
Fitzgerald and Frese, who caught him com- 
ing out of the furnishing store of Hess 
& Meiser, 201 North Fourth street. A 
search of his person revealed two 
pairs of fine gloves which had been stolen 
from the counter. 

An examination ofthe prisoner’s room dis- 
closed a quantity of cloth which was later 
identified as having been stolen from the 
tailoring establishment of Meyer, McNichols 
& Co., 615 Pine street. Two warrants for 
petit larceny were issued against the pris- 
oner, who persisted that his name 
was William Clifton. An _ investigation 
of the Jefferson City Penitentiary records, 
however, disclosed that his true name was 
Harry R. Sackett, under which he was, in 
February, 1888, convicted at Springfield, Mo., 
of attempted robbery tn the first degree and 
sentenced to serve three years in the pent- 
tentiary. In November, 1890, he was par- 
doned by the Governor on account of good 
behavior and outside influence. 

‘While Sackett was tn jail an attractive 
young mulatto woman cailed to see him 
every visiting day. On the 2th inst. 
she was arrested by Detectives Fitzgerald 
and Frese, who had noticed her attentions to 
the prisoner. The woman insisted that her 
name was Mary Clifton, and that she. was 
Clifton’s legal wife, but the records were 
brought to light that she, too, was an ex- 
convict. Her true namewas Hager Battle, 
and her meeting with © Clifton was 
brought about under peculiar circumstances. 
For some time éhe had lived in Springfield, 
Mo., and was in the jail atthat point when 
Clifton was incarcerated. On Me same day 
Clifton was sentenced she pleaded guilty to 
the charge of grand larceny in stealing $170 
from the room of a commercial traveler at 
one of the hotelsand was given two years in 
the penitentiary. The two were taken to 
Jefferson City together and on the 
way up promised each other to 
meet in St. Louis as soon as their 
repective terms should expire. These prom- 
ises were kept. The womanon the 27th inst. 
was sent into the First District Police Court 
on the charge of vagrancy in associating 
with thieves and pleaded guilty. She was by 
Judge Cady fined $500 and given until 9 o’clock 
that night to get out of the city. Her present 
whereabouts are not known. Sackett will go 
tothe Work-house at once, the second case 
of petit larceny against him having been dis- 
missed on conditiomthat he accept sentence 
in the first without causing additional delay.

INVADING THE STRIP. 


THE MOVEMENT TO OCCUPY THE LANDS 
IN THE CHEROKEE STRIP. 


Account by an Eye Witness of the Pre- 
parations of the Boomers—What They 
Have Done and What They Maye to 
Do—Moving in Form. 


This morning Alvin G. Hartley of Guthrie, 
O.T., arrived in thecity and registered at 
the Lindell. ‘‘I have just come from Caldwell, 
Kan.,’’ said Mr. Hartley, ‘‘and knowa good 
deal of the boomers who are about to invade 
the Cherokee Strip. I went tothe campand 
had a talk with a number of my old friends. 
I feela great interest inany movements of 
the kind, asI was with the original Oklaho- 
ma boomers of 1880, when under Col, Payne 
we tried to take possession of the country 
that is now the Territory of Oklahoma, 

THE MBN ENGAGED. 

**T was astonished to find how many of the 
old set are with the present invaders. There 
arealotof restless spirits on the frontier 
who always are engaged in such enterprisés, 
and I was surprised to find how many men 
had Kept up their old habits. The present 
Dill expedition is not nearly so well organ- 
ized as the Payne party was, but its members 
certainly mean business, and unless decisive 
measures are taken to prevent it before an- 
other week has passed they will have all the 
best land in the Cherokee strip 
located. Their claim is that the 
land is now the property of 
the United States, part of the public domain, 
and subject to pre-emption and homestead- 
ing as other parts of the public lands are. 
They maintain that the Interior Department 
cannot prevent entry being made by simply 
withholding the proclamation opening the 
territory. They intendto go inand take up 
claims unless forcibly kept out, and as a mat- 
ter of fact a great many have already slipped 
across the line, and are on the ground now, 

NO PREPARATIONS FOR EXPULSION. 

‘*To expel them will prove a very difficult 
task, unless the military are called in, and 
from all that Ihave learned there Nave been 
no orders issued to use the troops against the 
boomers. We who went with Payne were 
stopped on the line by two battalions of cav- 
alry, and none of our men got into the 
Territory. but in the present case there are 
several hundred men who have been in the 
strip fora week or more, and about two 
thousand are ready to pass over the line, 
with every prospect of being able to do so 
unmolested. Many of them know the coun- 
try well and can choose the best locations, A 
large proportion of the boomers are men who 
have been engaged inthe cattle business in 
the strip, and know just where the best land 
is locatated. The party, for an organization 
of the kind, is surprisingly well equipped. 

WELL PREPARED. 

‘*There must be fully 500 wagons and several 
thousand animals. The policy that many 
intend to pursue ts to errect buildings at once 
and make improvements as rapidly as they 
can, trusting that the United States will not 
order wholesale destruction of property if it 
is decided to try and expel them. . 

. they willnot keep closely together, but 
will scatter, thus making the task of expell- 
ing them more difficult, and they hope to 
keep their positions, until the 
land is formally opened for settlement, when 
they will be on the _ ground, and 
will have a great advantage over later arriv- 
als. There are a great many citizens of Okla- 
homa engaged in the movement, as we know, 
by experience that in spite of the geat efforts’ 
that were made to keep settlers out of the 
Territory that the best lands were secured by 
those who disobeyed the orders of the Govy- 
ernment, and made entry before the time 
set. How the invasion of the Cherokee Strip 
will turn out, cannot yet be told, but unless 
steps are at once taken to =p out the boom.- 
ers, the chances are greatly in their favor.’’

‘PRESS SUBSIDIES. 


The Post-DisPAtTcH finds that it cannot 
support the proposed act to require the 
publication of the laws in the newspapers 
or write to members of the Legislature 
asking them to support it, as requested by 
the Missouri Press Association’s Commit- 
tee on Legislation. 

If there were a general or even any de- 
mand from .the people for such publica- 
tion, or we could see anything in it but 
the beginning of a press subsidy system, 
we might favor it. But we have heard of 
no popular demand for the passage of this 
bill, no pétition for it except from gentle- 
men engaged in publishing newspapers, 
and,who expect to profit by a law confer- 
ring a large advertising job on two favored 
newspapers: of different politics in each 
county of the State and in the city of St. 
Louis. 

It provides that the papers to -be favored 
thus shall be selected by the Secretary of 
State and that in the exercise of this per- 
nicious patronage he may even reward some 
by allowing them 60 cents for each 100 
words while he punishes others by allow- 
ing them only 30 cents for the same publi- 
cation. 

The newspapers now print asa matter of 
business and for their own profit, without 
cost to the State, as much of the legislative 
proceedings and as full copies of the acts 
passed as one person in a hundred will take 
time to read or even glance at. Why 
showid the State pay for printing in more 
than 200 newspapers the full text of all the 
session acts, which instead of being read 
would only make readers grumble at the 
exclusion of reading matter? 

The press of Missouri should not enly be 
kept free to criticise State Administrations 
without fear or favor, but for the sake of 
itsown prosperity and influence among 
the people it should avojd even the sus- 
picion of dependence on official favors -or 
of entering into log-rolling’ combinations 
with tax-eaters, subsidy-grabbers and 
Treasury raiders.

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IF pool selling is an evil that ou ght to be 
prohibited ‘*within 100 feet of any place of 
business, residence or amusement,’’ but 
not an evil to be* prohibited ata greater 
distance, then it must be the proximity of 
the ‘‘place of business, residence or 
amusement,’’ and not the pool-selling, 
that is mischievous.

Lancaster Knew He Was Not Drawn for 
the Grand-Jury. 


TESTIMONY SHOWING THAT HE FORCED 
_ HIMSELF ON THE COURT. 


The Court Refuses to Admit Evidence 
Showing the Consequences of Lan- 
caster’s Acting As a Grand-Juror, and 
Proving That What Was Set Forth in 
the ‘‘Post-Dispatch” Was the Truth. 


Judge Green of Jefferson County, sitting in 
the stead of Judge Claiborne, andas a jury, 
to try R. D. Lancaster’s charges of libel 
against F. D, White, managing editor of the 
PosT-DISPATCH, in the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection, heard some interesting testimony 
yesterday afternoon and _ to-day. By 
a fiction of law the prosecution is 
said to be conducted on the behalf 
of the State of Missouri. Really, only Lan- 
caster is interested in the prosecution. His 
attorney contented himself yesterday morn- 
ing with makinga prima facie case of libel, 
proving the authorship and publication of an 
article printed inthe SUNDAY POST-BDISPATCH 
of Nov. 2, 1890. Thisarticle charged Lancas- 
ter with having secured a seat. on 
the Grand-jury to which his son was sum- 
moned and with obstructing the finding of 
indictments. When the prima facie case was 
made by Lancaster’s counsel the prosecution 
rested and the hearing of testimony on the 
other side Was begun. This was testimony 
insupport of the claim that the facts as 
charged in the publication were true. 

DICK’S NAME WAS NOT DRAWN. 

James J. McGarry, Deputy Jury Commis- 
sioner was the first witness for the defense 
yesterday afternoon. He identified the book 
containing a full list of the citizens of St. 
Louis able for service onthe Grand-jury. 

**T’llask you to state, Mr. McGarry, if the 
name of Richard D. Lancaster is on that 
list,’’ Mr. Bishop said. 

‘*There is Only one Lancaster on this list, 
and that is R. J. Lancaster.’’ 

‘*‘Are you personally acquainted with Rich- 
ard D. Lancaster?’’ 

‘ ‘T am. >? 

**Do you know R. J. Lancaster?’’ 

**T have met him.’’ 

**Who is he?’’ 

**Son of R. D. Lancaster.’’ ° 

Mr. McGarry testified from the record that 
R. J. Lancaster was drawn for service on the 
October (1890) Grand-jury and R. D. Lancas- 
ter was not drawn. R. J. Lancaster appeared 
from his records to be a book-keeper at 202 
North Eighth street. 

Mr. Bishop sought to show that a@t the time 
the Grand-jury list was made up—the list of 
600 from which the term Grand-juries are 
drawn—Mr. Lancaster was Surveyor of the 
Port of St. Louis. The witness could only 
testify to that fact as a matter of general 
reputation. This was objected to. 

Judge Green asked: ‘‘Can’t you prove the 
fact?’’ 

‘*We don’t want to, your honor. 
not proud of it.’’ 

The general reputation proof was admitted. 

HOW LANCASTER FORCED HIMSELF IN. 

Al H,. Collins, who in November last was 
Deputy Sheriff inthe Criminal Court, testified 
to the issuance of subpcenas for Grand-ju- 
rors tothe October term, 1890. He issued a 
subpeena for R. J. Lancaster. R. D. Lancas- 
ter appeared at his desk onthe morning the 
Grand-jurors were summoned. 

‘‘L asked himphis initials,’’ the witness said. 
**He said, ‘R. D.’ llooked down thelist and 
saw that R. J.was summoned. I took thelist 
and went with him to Judge Normile. I 
called Judge Normile’s attention to the fact 
that R. J. was summoned and R. D. had ap- 
peared. Hetold R. D. to take his seat, as he 
was evidently meant.’’ 

‘*When did you first notice R. D. Lancaster 
inthe court-room, before or after you called 
the list of Grand-jurors?’’ 

‘*Before I called the list. He was there 
about fifteen minutes before court opened.’’ 

‘*‘Where did Lancaster take his seat when 
the Judge told him to sit down?’’ 

‘*In the jury box.’’ 

**Is it customary’’ Judge Green asked ‘‘for 
Grand-jurors totake seats in the jury box 
before they are called?’’ 

**No sir.’’ 

‘*In making a Mstof the Grand-jurors for 
the information of the clerk and reporters 
did you put the name of R. D. Lancaster on 
it?’’ 

‘*Yes.’’

Mr. D. W. Woods, the business manager of 
the PosT-DISPATCH, was aiso calledto the 
stand and asked the same question as had 
been putto Mr. Dillon. Receiving the same 
instructions from the court, he also declined 
to answer. 

MR. TIERNAN’S TESTIMONY. 

The first witness of the session this morning 
was Joseph H. Tiernan, business partner of 
Richard D, Lancaster. He knew R. J. Lan- 
caster, whoisa son of R. D. Lancaster, and 
is book-keeper for the firm of Lancaster & 
Tiernan. He was present in the office of the 
firm at 202 North Eighth street last October 
when Deputy Sheriff Peterson called 
with a Grand-jury summons. The wit-

The Causes Lending to the Recent Up- 


rising of the Indians. 


YOUNG MEN RETURNING FROM SCHOOL 
ALLOWED TO BECOME IDLERS. 


The Conduct of the Indian Agents—Griev- 
ances to Be Presented By the Delega- 
tion to Washington—A Visit to the 
Indian School—Hardships ase aie by | 
Correspondents. . 


PINE RIDGE AGENCY, Jan, 80.—When Gen. 
Miles and the Indian chiefs took their depart- 
ure from ‘the Agency Monday morninga 
scene was witnessed which no pen on earth 
can describe. It wasa grand commingling of 
passions, of hatred and friendship, of joy and 
sorrow, of pride and of mourning and bar- 
baric songs of praise were mingled with sobs 
and moans. The feeling of a multitude found 
expression and the awe which the spectacle 
of overmastering emotions commands made 
everyone stand and stare in amazement at 
the throng of savages who were lost in a flood 
of feeling. 

The agency buildings inclose three sides of 
ahtige court, and Gen. Miles and his staff 
and the officers who had come to bid him 
good-bye stood in front of -headquarters, and 
a hundred feet away the Indians, in their 
gorgeous and brightly colored garments, be- 
gan to gather. The trail from the hostile 
camp to the agency was black with them and. 
ere they ceased to comea thousand made up 
the dense mob that was to bid farewell to 
those about to leave. On the left was the 
line of wagons in which they were to be con- 
veyed to the railroad, and the _ spirited 
horses of the officers were in a group inthe 
background. 

One by one the prominent Indians who 
were about to take their departure appeared, 
and they were instantly surrounded by their 
The mob 
had formeda line on the fourth side of the 
court, and the only ones within were the of- 
ficers, in one group, and the chiefs in various 
portions of the spacious grounds with their 
own friends around them. 

An old squaw advanced to the center of the 
court and began a song of praise, shouting in 
the most agonizing tone the virtues of the 
brave Sioux who were about to hold a council 
with the Great Father. From every part of 
the ground the same weird song which 
sounded like the wail of a lost. soul 
began to arise and every moment 
it grew stronger while the excitement it cre- 
ated rippled through the crowd, and young 
men and old :took up the thread until it 
seemed that noise was the god of the day. 
Then gradually theawful sounds grew less 
untilthey ceased altogether, and when si- 
lence came the whole multitude pushed its 
way into the center and crowded and 
pushed to shake the hands of 
the chiefs, who received the fare- 
wells with composure and shook hands with 
everyone. An Indian may face death without 
flinching, but when he parts witha friend, a 
chieftain, the tears in his eyes teil that he is 
molded out of the same clay with which the 
white man is fashioned, and ther@ is a time 
when his heart bea Squaws would shake 
hands with the chiefs, then turn away, and 
burying their faces in their blankets, sob 
pitifully for the grief of parting, and old 
women, the witches of Macbeth alive, would 
stand about them and sing their praises while 
tears followed the wrinkles of their wan old 
faces. 

Then Gen. Miles gave the word to start; the 
chiefs took their places in the wagons and the 
wail began again. The drivers started the 
teams and amid the shrieking the Indians fol- 
lowed the wagons, still reaching up to shake 
hands until the column left the agency, and 
the weeping women returned to their lodges, 
and the men, whose faces bespoke their sor- 
row, returned to camp. Brutal as the Indians 
are in war, flerce and bitter as they may be 
when once they cover their faces with the 
paint which is their declaration of war, their 
hearts are as tender to their own people as a 
mother’s love and the loss of one of their 
proud people is the sorrow of them all. 


The chiefs who have gone East hopeto right 
the wrongs oftheir people by appealing to 
the mercy of the Great Father, but their 
wrongs are many and when they are spoken 
to about them they havea variety to choose 
from. Red Cloud was asked what had caused 
the trouble among his people, and he replied: 
‘‘A man named Little was arrested because 
a beef had been killed and the police 
thought he had killed it. They wanted to 
take him to the guard-house, but he would not 
go until he had seen the agent and they shot 
him from behind. He wanted tofight with 
them and the agent got very badly scared 
and sent for soldiers, which frightened our 
people and they ran away.’’ 

*‘*Was this the only cause?’’ 

‘*‘No, our people have been feeling badly 
because our young men who come home from 
school are not given work as the Great Fa 
said they should be, but itis givento white 
men, and after our young men stand around 
and see that they can get nothing todoto 
earn money,they go back to live In a tepee 
and weara Dilanket. Wedo not think the 
Great Father knows this, but the agent does 
a 

‘*What sort of an agent do you want here?’’ 

**Most of my people want an army man,but 
if the Chiefs areasked who shall be given us 
as agent they will say Mr. Cook, for he Is our 
friend.’’ 

‘*What will they ask for in Washington?’’ 

‘*They will ask that our young men be given 
work, and that we shall be paid’for our lands 
which we have given up.’’ 

‘*Will they ask for more rations?’’ 

*‘*They willask for what the Government 
promised us.’’ 

Young-Man- Afraid-of-His-Horses, who has 
been the most influential and conscientious of 
all the chiefs, said: 

-‘Our trouble started with the ghost dance. 
Our people danced until they were very wild. 
but when the Agent told them to stop they 
said they would and they would have obeyed 
him if he had not sent for the soldiers.’’ 

**T want you to tell me what sort of a man 
you want for agent? whether a civilian or an 
oT officer?’’ 

e have had doctors and civilians and 
army men, Wehavean army man now, and 
we will try him.’’ 

Little Wound was surly when he was ap- 
proached and in reply to an inquiry into the 
cause of the troubles he sald: 

‘*The whites seem to know. They say 
they do, It is no use for me to say.’’ 

When asked about the agent he replied:

. CUTOUT BY ALLISON. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 30.—In the army 
appropriation bill which passed the House a 
few days since isaclause appropriating $50, - 
000 for the repair and reconstruction of Jeffer 
json Barracks. Through the efforts of 
Mr. Kinsey this item was put 
into the army bill and worked 
through the House. When the bill reached 
the Senate Mr. Allison, Chairman of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Appropriations, struck out 
the Jefferson Barracks item. His reasons for 
this action were that there were several Sen- 
ators who desired to secure appropriations in 
a like manner and these other schemes 
Mr. Allison did not favor. Therefore he 
was compelled cut out the Barracks appro- 
priation. He said to Mr. Kinsey that he was 
not against appropriating the amount called 
for in the bill, but could not allow it to go 
into the army budget. He suggested and 
said he would favor attaching this 
item to the sundry givil bill. 
Mr. Kinsey, acting under advice of friends, 
willallow the matter to stand, and hopes, 
when the bill goes to conference to get the 
item replaced in the army appropriation bill. 
Should he fail in this then he 
will either put it into the sundry 
civil appropriation bill or introduce a 
separate billfor the commencement of the 
work of repair and reconstruction of the Jef- 
ferson Barracks. It was expected that the 
army bill would be taken yp to-day and ¢om- 
pleted, but the death of Secretary ‘Windom 
has delayed it. 

SENATOR QUAY’S DENIAL. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 30.—Senator 
Quay’s attention was called to the Washing- 
ton dispatch, published in a New York paper, 
asserting that he had in preparation a speech 
or statement which he proposed to soon 
make public andin whichhe would seek to 
reply to the charges which have been made 
against him. The Senator glanced it over 
and smilingly remarked: ‘‘I must decline to 
be interviewed.’’ The story referred to isa 
rehash of others which have appeared period- 
ically. 

Said a close companion of Senator Quay’s 
last night: ‘‘*The Senators not in the habit 
of confiding to Democratic newspapers what 
his plans may be. If the Senator thinks it 


proper at some time in the future to answer, 


his enemies he may do so. Whether it will 
be in the form of a written statement or a 
speech I cannot say.’’ 

THE FORCE BILL. 

WASHINGTON, D. @ , Jan.30.—It was asserted 
last night thatthe pressure from the White 
House has been so great during the past three 
days that another attempt will be made at 
once to get the force bill again before the 
Senate. The Democratic leaders feel so con- 
fident that this will be done, that word was 
sent to the House Democrats yesterday to 
make haste very slowly in acting upon Dills. 
Unless the Democrats receive assurances that 
the force bill is dead beyond recall, the trans- 
action of business in the House will cease. 
The plan of the administration Republicans 
in the Senate, it is understood, is to ignore 
the proposed closing rule and make a direct 
motion to proceed to the consideration of the 
force bill. Their hope of success lies in the 
belief that Senator Cameron will vote for the 
motion in order tosave himself from being 
named in a resolution of censure, which oth- 
erwise may be adopted in the Pennsylvania 
Legislature. 

THE SILVER POOL INVESTIGATION. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 30.—The Silver 
Pool Investigating Committee expected to 
examine J. A. Ownby yesterday, but the Ser- 
geant-at-Arms failed to produce him, much 
to the gratification of several Congréssmen. 
The Speaker ofthe House has been author- 
ized to issue a warrant for the arrest of 
Ownby and bring him before the bar of the 
House for contempt, but it is not believed 
that Ownby will be found until after Congress 
adjourns. A representative of the Sergeant- 
at-Arms did runacross him in Chicago the 
other day and subpcenaed him, but Ownby 
refused to respond unless assured of the pay- 
ment of his expenses to Washington and back, 
and this the man could not do, as he was not 
a regular official of the department. It is for 
this refusal he is to be brought before the bar 
of the House for contempt if found again. 


A DAY’S DISASTERS. 


IRON MOUNTAIN, Mich., Jan. 30.—It was as- 
certained this morning thatthere were but 
six men underground atthe mine at the time 
the fire broke out andthat four were saved. 
Jeremiah Bennett and Thomas Edwards were 
found by the rescuing parties, but died 
shortly after being brought tothe surface. 
The tops of all the shafts are now 
covered so as to render them air tight, witha 
view to smothering the flames. It is thought 
that the fire started in a small engine-room 
which is quarrted out of rock at the mouths of 
the sixth level. The extent of the fire is not 
known. Men will endeavor to go down to- 
morrow. Work at the mines will probably be 
suspended for several days. 


Fatalities at a Fire. 

FINDLAY, O., Jan. 30.—At 4 o’clock this 
morning a disastrous fire started from some 
unknown causeinthe little town of Cynet, 
fifteen miles north of this city, and before it 
could be subdued six blocks were burned 
away and three persons are known to have 
perished in the flames.

The probabilities now seem to be that the 
fight on Hale G. Parker, the colored principal 
of the Dumas School of this city, in his can- 
didacy fér appofhtment as a World’s Fair 
commissioner, will develope into an instance 
of Chicago persecution into which a certain 
element of the local colored population 
has been drawnto strengthen awar of the 
Windy City upon a St. Louls candidate. The 
charges made against Parker that he was 
‘‘ashamed of his negro blood’’ were of a 
nature to arouse the bitterest opposition to 
his candidacy among the colored people, and 
were said to be known as the truth in St. 
Louls, but Parker’s friends and supporters are 
looking up his cause and, it is said, 
intend only that the 
charges that the 
Dumas indorsed 
in his race fora World’s Fair commissioner- 
ship by that very element of the local colored 
population which can best testify to his 
Standing as the truest representative of the 
negro race, and that opposilion to him 
Springs froma source and class which ts not 
entitled to recognition in a movement where 
the highest interests of the race are at stake. 
The efforts of both the er opposition 
and support will be brought to a climax dur- 
ing the coming week, and it fs likely that 
the mass meeting to be called for the purpose 
of protesting against the candidacy will be 
followed by action on the part of his friends 
that will precipitate a bitter controversy in 
colored circles. 

PARKER LEAVES FOR CHICAGO. 

The central figure in the interesting and 
significant Worild’s Fair colored sensation 
leaves to-night for Chicago, where his wife is 
at present, and willreturnon Monday fully 
pre pared for defense against what his friends 
term an irresponsible and discreditable 
persecution. Parker is beyond doubt well 
prepared to show that heisa fitting repre- 
sentative of his race, and that he has been 
identified with every local movement for its 
advancement and improvement. He has in 
his possession a large number of letters from 
the pastors of all the colored churches of St. 
Louls, from prominent Dusiness men of the 
city, from Congressmen this and 
other States, and from class- 
mates and friends in various parts of 
the country, strongly indorsing him as a man 
of the highest attainments and ability, and 
asaconsistent and unweayring advocate of 
the best interests of the colored people. 
These letters are addressed to President 
Harrison or to Secretary Noble, and will be 
personally presented by Parker in Washing- 
ton city as the best reply possibletothe at- 
tack upon him originatingin Chicago. In ad- 
dition to those indorsements, however,

CHANGED CONDITIONS WHICH MAKE THE 


. MARKET FIRMER NOW THAN EVER. 


— 


An Important Sale of South Eighth Street 
Pro —John Scullin Adds More 
Ground to His Home Site—Numerous 
Other Transactions of the Day. 


There is undoubtedly more strength in the 
&t. Louis real estate market at.the present 
time than ever before. ‘his co from the 
fact that there is but very little property, 
compared to the numerous large bodies of 
land offered heretofore, t can be pur- 
chased at any price. A year ago the situa- 
tion was quite different. At that time there 
were numerous large vacant tracts (Tyler 
place for instance) and other good. -sized acre 
plots inthe southern part of the city, and 
hundreds of broad acres from King’s highway 
west to the city limits between Forest Park 
and the Natural bridge road, and a good deal 
of property still farther north, which were 
offered for sale. In all of it there were thous- 
ands of acres which owners, who had held 
the tracts fora good many years, were anx- 
jous to dispose of. Such immense offerings of 
land tend to make prospective buyers timid, 
They were inclined to look upon the prospect 
as a threatening to real estate values. 
It was feared that so much property 
thrown upon the market in one season would 
cause a break in prices.’ Whenthe 235 acres 
in Tyler. place were advertised to be sold at 
auction in two days many of the ordinarily 
enthusiastic real estate operators predicted 
the most gloomy results to follow the forcing 
of so much property on the market in so short 
a time. All the ground was readily sold, 
though, for nearly $1,500,000 without causing 
a ripple upon the market, and so were nearly 
all the other large parcels. The tracts that 
were then.held in unbroken bodies by a 
few persons are now owned in fractional 
parts of from twenty-five feet upwards by 
hundreds of people, many of whom have 
since built upon their purchases, Other 
portions of these same landsyhave been sub- 
Givided and improved at considerable ex- 
pense with Telford streets, sewers and gran- 
itoid walks anda great deal of it has been 
resold for home sites at $40 to $80 a foot, 
double and <n many cases three 
times. what the ground cost. There 
has been no weakening of prices. 
On the contrary, there has been a brisk ad- 
vance in values in every new section that has 
been thrown upon the market. The effect of 
this has been beneficial in many ways. It has 
removed these large bodies of land from the 
market. They can no longer be heldupasa 
menace. The lands have been sold at better 
prices than the most sanguine owners hoped, 
and they have seen the purchasers 
sell again at good round profits; 
substantial public and building improve- 
ments have followed and these betterments 
have stimulated a demand forthe remaining 
lots at stillhigher prices. There being no 
longer anything for apprehensive purchasers 
to fear from the offering of an immense sur- 
plus of property west of Grand avenue, vacant 
lots in partially built-up blocks east of that 
dividing line are appreciated more than ever 
before, for the character of thelr excellent 
street improvements and nearer proximity to 
the business center, and building sites in 
this more eastern section are in better demand 
at much stronger prices than have formerly 
ruled. Among the agents to-day it would be 
difficult to find tracts of ten acres or upwards 
in extent anywhere within the city limits, 
which owners are pressing upon the market. 
It is the buyers now who aretrying to push 
negotiations. They are looking for owners of 
large parcels who, confident that their best 
time to sellhas not come, are disposed to 
hold on. Smaller holders appreciate the sit- 
uation also, and they are demanding higher 
figures than they would have sold for last 
fall. This disposition on the part of the 
smaller owners has been experienced lately 
in attempts to buy up whole blocks for some 
large industrial enterprises that are seeking 
a location in this city. Property of this kind 
suitable for manufacturing purposes is in 
strong demand, and @t appears to be very 
hard to get hold of in sufficiently large parcels 
to meet requirements. It has only beena 
few days, since an average of $17.50 a foot 
was paid to numerous parties owning there 
entire blocks of ground in the West End which 
the grantors bought only last spring atan 
average of $5 a foot. The purchasers wanted 
the ground for a plant, and it being better 
suited for their object than any other land 
that might have been bought cheaper they 
were glad to get it at the advanced price. 

A HANDSOME RESIDENCE PLACE. 

John Scullin, who purchased the Covenant 
Mutual Life Insurance Co. property, num- 
bered 5218 South Broadway, between LEiler 
and Eichelberger streets near Carondelet, 
on Sept. 17, last for $25,000, has bought 
another large plece of ground adjoing those 
premises, where he has resided several years. 
The ground he bought from the company, 
toge ther with his residence, has a frontage of 
420 feet by a depth of 300 on the west side of 
Broadway. Adjoining _ this he has 
now secured from George H. 
Sauer, through Fr. W. Mott @ Co.’s 
agency, a frontage of 80 feet on Broadway by 
adepth of 400, extending eastwardly to the 
Mississippi River. This gives Mr. Scullina 
Broadway frontage of 600 feet on the river 
bluff at one of the best places for observation 
anywhere about thecity.

A. Schuetz, M. R. Collins and W. P. Hill, who 
own the block of ground located between Mc- 
Pherson and Lindell avenues, Sarah street 
and Vandeventer avenue.

Twoof the commissioners 
advocate a sale to settle this side of the ques- 
tion, but Mr. Bradley ts going tosubmita 
minority report, in which he will make it ap- 
parent that sucha proceeding would be un- 
fair to the Schuetzes, as Mr. Hill could afford 
to paya greal more forthe property than 
any one else forthe reason that heownsa 
practically valueless narrow triangular 
piece of ground fronting on Lindell 
avenue and adjoining the south end 
of the property in dispute. As it is 
now this little triangular strip on Lindell 
avenue is too small to be built upon of itself, 
but added to sufficient ground for a residence 
site in the rear this Lindell avenue front 
would readily sell at $100 a foot. The property 
in dispute, adjoining the Lindell avenue 
piece, has a frontage on the south side of 
MePherson avenue, the depth from one 
street to the other being ample for two fine 
residences, whereas with the McPherson 
avenue front alone the ground would have 
but one building front.

THE RACE PROBLEM. 


A Bureau for the Information of the Col- 
ored People. 


M. F. Alex. Easton, who in 1888 organized 
the Independent Information Bureau, has in 
mind the formation of a permanent bureau 
on the same principle inthis city. Easton is 
President of the Colored Clubs of Independ- 
ent Voters in this city, with a total member- 
ship of 9,000. He believes that the negro 
derives no benefit from blindly following the 
lead of Republican politicians, and therefore 
seeks to divide his race between the two 
great parties, thinking thereby to gain 
recognition at least toa greater degree than 
at present. He proposes to call his schemethe 
Colored Democratic and Independent Bureau 
of Oratory, and intends to send speakers 
throughout*the country toteach the doctrines 
of tariff reform and honest government, In 
regard to the force bill Easton says: 

‘*What the colored voter needs to be shown 
is the sad mistake the Republican party is 
making respecting his interestsand welfare. 
I think the force bill a sugar-coated delusion. 
The idea thatthe attempt to pass it is being 
made in the interests of the colored voters is 
simply ridiculous, and I look upon itas a 
huge joke. The passage of the bill would be 
inimical to the best interests of 
the country,. and would at once dump 
upon an already’ tax-ridden people 
an army of political sap-suckers aggregating 
402,305 men, and their salaries would amount 
to the enormous sum of $17,216,090. This sum 
would be sufficient to found an industrial and 
training college atacostof $100,000, with an 
endowment. of $145,944 in every judicial dis, 
trict in the United States.’’

A telegram from Kansas City announces the 
arrest ofaman giving his name as G, P.

He gave his name as Dodson, but said he was 
from Burnside, Ky., and was called to Elk 
City, Kan., bya telegram announcing the 
serious illness of his sister. When he became 
quiet he went with the Sergeant to puchase a 
ticket for Kansas City and displayed a large 
roll of bills. The telegram states, however, 
that $180 was found on his person. When the 
Chicago & Alton train pulled out Dodson was 
on board and seemed perfectly sane. No 
stock is taken in his story by the St. Louis 
department. -

A ROMANTIC LITTLE MISS. 


Wants to Make Her Own Living as a 
Bootblack or Office-Boy. 

Officers Hagemeier made the acquaintance, 
on Jefferson and Franklin avenues last Thurs- 
day, of a child dressed in a neat-fitting suit of 
clothes, who said his name was Willie Walsh 
and that he was looking for an aunt, a Mrs. 
Hogan, who lived somewhere near Biddle 
Market. The officer became interested in the 
child, who seemed to be about 12 years old 
and particularly bright and refined, anda 
large portion of that day and also of yester- 
day was spent in a vain endeavor to find 
Willie’s friends, not only Mrs.- Hogan, but 
others whom he mentioned, but whom he 
seemed unable to locate any more definitely 
than he had his Biddle Market aunt. Not 
only Officer Hagemeler took part in the 
search, but the services of several other 
members of the police of the Third 
District werd also enlisted and Sergt. 
Long of the southern portion of the 
city came near being drawn into the search, 
as the boy had insisted that the Sergeant was 
an old friend'of his. Yesterday evening the 
discovery was made that Willie’s ears were 
pierced, and then the officers became sus- 
picious and sent for Matron Harris. An in- 
vestigation was duly made and, sure enough, 
Willie proved to be a girlin boy’s clothes. 
Her pockets were searched and, along with 
a lot of twine, lemon drops, buttons and 
what not, a letter was found, dated Omaha, 
Neb., Dec. 26, 1890, and addressed to Felicita 
Schmidt, care of Sister Loretto, Holy Sisters’ 
Convent, Normandy. It was written by 
Felicita’s mother, Mrs. Rosa Schmidt, and it 
was full of motherly affection and Christian 
piety. She hoped that Felicita would bea 
better girl, and if Sister Loretto would give 
a good report of her she would send 
her <Audys’ picture. Audys was her 
little brother’s way of pronouncing his 
mame August. He was just2 years and 1 
month old and could talk and walk as far as 
Aunt So-and-so’s house and he could make 
the holy cross. The letter told of Omaha 
happenings that would interest Felicita and 
ofthe way the family had spent Christmas, 
and in conclusion a score or more of Christ- 
mas presents were named over which had 
just been senttoher. The letter showed the 
writer to be a good, kind-hearted, deeply-re- 
ligious woman and a good deal was also said 
about papa in the letter, who, it turns out, is 
Mr. August Schmidt, a well-to-do merchant 
of Omaha. 

Felicita is 13 years old and was placed in the 
convent at Normandy five years age. She 
ran away some three weeks ago for the rea- 
son, she says, that the diet of the institu- 
tion, as well as the discipline, was too rigid 
for her. A girl named Lizzie Carr ran off with 
her, but they separated when they reached 
the city and Felicita doesn’t know what De- 
came ofher. Felicita made her way to the 
Union Depot, where she met a conductor who 
knew her parents and he passed her through 
to Omaha. Being afraid, however, to re- 
turn home she called on Mr. Geo. Gladstone, 
an old acquaintance, and told him some 
story, andas a result he fitted her out in 
boy’s clothes and sent her back to St. Louis. 
She was given a letter toa relative of hers, a 
Mrs. Dora Nichols, in St. Louis, and Felicita 
says that she stopped with Mrs. Nichols un- 
til last Thursday, when she concluded to 
strike out and make herown living. She in- 
tended, she says, to black boots, sell papers, 
do chores and perhaps get a position as an 
office boy somewhere. She gave Mrs. Nichols’ 
residence as 3521 Lucas avenue, but no such 
lady lives there, andit is probable that the 
whole truth has not been told yet. Mr. 
Schmidt telegraphed last night that he 
would arrive in St. Louis to-day and take 
charge of his child. Felicita took things 
very coolly when locked up in a cell. She 
would sit with her legs crossed and whistle 
McGinty and talk with as light a heart as any 
child in the midst of the most cheerful sur- 
roundings.

SPORTS AND PASTIMES.' 


NEW TROUBLES OVER THE CONSOLIDA- 
TION OF THE BROOKLYN CLUBS. 


Boston Horrified at the Brutality of an 
Amateur Boxing Tournament — Low 
Prices Realized by Palo Alto Trotters— 
Sporting News of All Kinds. 


The stockholders of the Brooklyn Players’ 
League Club, in spite of the fact that they are 
at present in a truly ridiculous position and 
have no alternative but to consolidate with 
Byrne, Doyle and Abel, are fighting among 
themselves like cats and dogs, says the New 
York Herald. To be sure, the famous Mr. 
Linton has been spirited out of the way fora 
peace settlement and Alderman Coffey, H. H. 
Kiffe and Franklin Allen have been settled 
with by Attorney Murray of Anderson & How- 
land who paid $8,272.10 into the hands of 
Bergen & Eykeman, their attorneys, yester- 
day morning. 

Although so much’ has been accomplished 
and the club can be regarded as practically 
consolidated, it is said on excellent authority 
that a flerce conflict is raging between the 
New York and Brooklyn stockholders of the 
club who are left. The Brooklyn stockhold- 
ers want to throw the whole onus of the con- 
solidation upon Messrs. Goodwin, Wallace 
and Robinson, and to compel themto buy 
them out at extortionate figures. In order to 
accomplish this more injunctions are threat- 
ened, and at Saturday’s meeting a high old 
time is predicted. The fact that there are a 
number of suits pending owing to the Thanks- 
giving Day accident at Eastern Park and that 
the club owes about $30,000 have caused the 


.Brooklyn end of the club to makea stampeéde 


for a sure and effective withdrawal. 

Added to these obligations are the terms 
recently agreed to by Messrs. Byrne and 
Goodwin, whereby Byrne isto receive $40,000 
to go to Eastern Park. As Messrs. Goodwin, 
Wallace and Robinson are so anxious to con- 
solidate the other stockholders have come to 
the conclusion that this trio should pay Mr. 
Byrne his little nest egg themselves. Mean- 
while Mr. Byrne sits in his office at Washing- 
ton Park patiently waiting the outcome of 
the struggle. 

A gentleman conversant with the ciub’s 
affairs said yesterday: ‘‘By buying out Lin- 
ton Mr. Goodwin made abaderror. If he 
had merely allowed Linton to goon with his 
injunction suits the latter in time would have 
seen that he was jeopardizing his own real 
estate interests in East New York and would 
have backed down. Instead Linton had 
Goodwin thoroughly scared, and when he 
was bought out it showed the other minority 
stockholders that it was possible for them to 
get out whole, too, 

‘To show you how shrewd Mr. Linton was 
I have only to say that he purchased Franklin 
Allen’s stock in the club for $500 and sold it to 
Goodwin for $1,000, making just 100 per cent 
profit. Mr. George F. Chauncey, whois in- 
terested with Mr. Lintonin the real estate 
business in East New York, is, I believe, also 
about to getthe price of his stock from Mr. 
Goodwin. As I understand it Mr. Chauncey is 
very anxious to become irresponsible for the 
debts and suits against the club and will in- 
sist upon getting out before a consolidotion 
takes place. If I am not mistaken Mr. 
Chauncey and one ortwo others will make 
things hum at Saturday’s meeting of the 
club.’”’

NEw YORK, Jan. 30.—The Executive Com- 
mittee of the Passaic County Agricultural 
Society, owners of the Clifton (N. J.) track, 
held a meeting yesterday, at which they de- 
clared off all races forthe present week and 
also declared off the Early Blossom, the 
entries for which were to close next Mon- 
day.

them in the pools. Theattendance of spec- 
tators will certainly be small, as few people 
enjoy a horse race unless they have a bet on 
the event. 


AMATEUR BOXING. 

At another boxing and wrestling tourna- 
ment held in Boston last Monday night under 
the auspices of the Boston Amateur Athletic 
Association, two men were Knocked out, and 
a howlhas gone up in consequence against 
such contests. A telegram from the Hub has 
this to Say in reference to the matter: 

‘*Boston’s straight-laced Puritans are 
aghast at the ‘brutality’ of the ‘prize fights’ 
held in Music Hall by the Boston Athletic As- 
sociation, and acry of horror has been heard 
in all parts of the city. The idea 
that blood should have been shed in the 
sacred confines of Music Hall, and that two 
men were knocked insensible by human blows 
has never before been dreamed of, and there 
is a possibility that some of the terrified will 
refuse to finish the season of the famous 
symphony concerts for which such big prices 
were paid last fall. The officers of the tourna- 
ment have been receiving some pretty hard 
raps. One disgusted memberin an open let- 
ter expresses himself thus: 

‘* As one of the earliest members of the Bos- 
ton Athletic Association and an enthusiast in 
every form of manly sport, I desire an oppor- 
tunity to express my disgust at the dis- 
graceful and Drutal series of prize fights 
held in Music Hall. I use the word fight 
advisedly, because it wasthe term used by 
the referee and by many of the spectators. 
And this is the high-toned, manly kind of 
amateur sport the B. A. A. encourages by 
hiring one of the largest halls in Boston and 
inviting the members and their friends, in- 
cluding their sons, to witness the exhibition. 
The palmy days ofthe Crib Club have been 
revived, and the fact is widely published 
among the citizens of Boston, that, if 
the patrons of the sports of the short 
hairs desire, they may abandon the 
unwholesome surroundings of the North 
End and realize their hearts’ fond 
aspirations amid appointments peculiar 
to the rendition of Beethoven 
sonatas and the additional attraction of dress 
suits. Ifthe officers ofthe B. A. A. feelit to 
be their duty to repeat last evening’s specta- 
cle, let them at least be honest in their an- 
nouncements and advertise the event as an 
exhibition of slugging. Letthem not.add to 
the reproach that was long since put upon le- 
gitimate, scientific boxing.’’ 

Alderman Sullivan,who was there, said: ‘‘I 
think it was unmanly. Icertainly should 
never give my vote in favor of anything ofa 
similar nature.’’
